IGURES released by the D epartm ent of A gri- 
cultui-« in W ashington reveal that N ebrask a’s 
sugar beet crop gave this state 6 th rank ing in the 
nation, after a rather dism al show'ing in 19 39 . W ith­ 
out any great increase in acreage N ebrask a pro­ 
duced 120,000 tons more sugar beets in 19 40 than 
in the preceding y ear.

Presidential Veto 


■ ■^RESIDENT ROOSEVELT gave his political ene­ 
mies Wedne.^day a choice “tidbit” upon which 
to chew. He vetoed the Logan-W alter bill. His 
veto was not unexpected but in the face of present 
conditions Mr. Roosevelt could have confounded 
his opposition by perm itting the bill to come along 
w ithout his signature. 
Briefly it undertak es to clip the wings of its ad­ 
m inistrative agents by divesting them of w hat is 
described as the assum ption, w ithout judicial w ar­ 
rant or congressional grant of sem i-judicial au­ 
thority to form ulate a policy . T hat some of these 
adm inistrative agents w ere adopting the attitude 
of prosecutor, judge and jury in the enforcem ent 
of policy entrusted to them. 
Probably there have been num erous instances 
w here in the enthusiasm of officials w ithin adm in­ 
istrative agencies there has been an abuse of the 
power. 
It is the most natural developm ent. 
In 
that offense beneficial results can be anticipated 
from the Logan-W alter bill, which w hile it met 
w ith veto, and just as good 
a case can be m ade 
for vetoing it, nevertheless clearly shows the tem ­ 
per of congress. In the lower house the veto was 
sustained by a vote of a 153 to 127 on the motion 
to override. 
The motion lost for lack of a tw o- 
thirds m ajority .
